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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully noted that Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the spring fingers are employed merely as grounding contacts for EMI shielding and 
that the spring fingers are not employed for any structural support. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As previously noted in the Final 
Office Action of April 19, 2005, Yeager is drawn to an adapter for mounting an LCD panel in a laptop computer. Laptop computers are 
frequently subjected to being opened and closed as well as subjected to various shocks. While Yeager does state that the fingers aid in 
contacting the EMI shielding plate with the LCD panel, there is nothing in Yeager that limits the function of the fingers to strictly 
grounding contacts. Given the nature of laptop computers as frequently opened and closed and subject to shocks, it is reasonable to 
believe that the fingers contrbute a fixative function in addition to that of a grounding contact.. The Examiner notes the definition of 
"spring" as being "an elastic body or device that recovers its original shape when released after being distorted." (Merriam Webster's 
Collegiate Dictionary 10TH Ed. at page 1139). By virtue of the definition of "spring", a spring finger then necessarily performs a fixative 
function. . 
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
